A staff of 216 maintenance me- 
chanics is now at work at Caho- 
kia, and the company estimates 
improvements there will be com- 
pleted by 1951, providing Union

At the Ashley street power plant, 
three new boilers are now being 
installed and will be ready for use 
by late 1949, McAfee continued.

In Midwest; Probably Big Meteor 


A ball of fire which streaked 
‘over the midwestern sky last 
‘night led to widespread reports 
of falling planes and explosions, 
but astronomers said today the 
phenomenon was probably a large 
meteor, 

Observers from Springfield, Tl. 
to Lincoln, Nebr., reported seeing 
the flaming ball. Their descrip- 
tions varied to such an extent that 
it was not clear whether they had 
seen the eame or different 
flashes. 

A woman in Omaha, Nebr., said 
she saw a “pale green ball with a 
bright red tail” another described 
it as “bright blue, with red tailing 
behind.” An airplane pilot flying 
over Joplin, Mo., said it had a tail 
nearly 300 feet long and a man in 
Springfield, Ill. said it was so low 
and so bright that at first he 
thought it was a street light. Res- 
idents of Lincoln, Nebr., said an 
explosion which rattled windows 
followed the flash. 

' Emmet G. Salmons, an East St. 
Louisan who saw the ball 


flame early in the evening as he 
was standing at Natural Bridge 
avenue and Union boulevard, said 
he at first believed it was an air- 
plane in distress. It disappeared 
behind some buildings, Salmons 
said, and seconds later there was 
a flash of white light am though 
there had been a crash.

CHICAGO, Dec. 11 (AP)—As- 
serting that the “American people 
cannot stand annual work stop- 
pages in one industry after an- 
other,” Charles E. Wilson, presi- 
dent of General Motors Corp., 
urged last night that Congress 
outlaw industry-wide labor bar- 


gaining, compulsory union mem- 
bership, jurisdictiona] strikes and 
boycotts, 

He asserted at the annual ban- 
quet of the Illinois Manufacturers’ 
Association that industry-wide bar- 
gaining is “the essence of mo- 
nopoly,” and added that “if there 
is one clear mandate” in last 
month's election, it is for “reform” 
of labor laws. 

“Tf labor monopolies are per- 
mitted on an industry-wide basis,” 
Wilson said, “employer cartels to 
match them are thereby made in- 
evitable and the product of this 
situation in the end will require 
state control of both.” 

He suggested that the law cover- 
ing collective bargaining should 
be “clarified” to define collective 
bargaining “so that management 
employes, such as foremen, do not 
have a conflicting responsibility 
by being subject to union control.” 

The National Labor Relations 
Act failed to reduce labor strife, 
he said, and “has now worked out 
about like the prohibition act.” 

Earlier he told a press confer- 
ence that automobile prices would 
rise 25 per cent if wages were in- 
creased 25 per cent as mentioned 
“by some union leaders.” Wilson 
said the cost of an automobile was 
“practically all wages and _ sal- 
ary.” 

Wilson said he foresaw no radi- 
cal changes in design and 
“guessed” that G.M. car and truck 
production in 1947 would be be- 
tween two and two and one-quar- 
ter million units.

The widespread belief thaf 
“everybody got an 18%-cent-an- 
hour increase this year,” Nathan 
said, is erroneous. For all manu-« 
facturing industries the increase 
in straight-time hourly earnings 
has been 13.1 per cent since Jan- 
uary 1945 But due to the gr@at 
reduction in overtime work, he 
said, the average cost to employs 
ers of an hour of work has risen 
only about two-thirds of the in- 
crease in straight-time earnings, 
Lacking the data to support the

Seconds later Good- 
lin turned on the power, and the 
craft darted away with momentum 
which the former Navy pilot com- 
pared to the thrust from a cata- 
pult aboard a carrier. 


The plane is designed to fly at 


1700 miles an hour, but Goodlin 
made no attempt to step it up that 
high. He loafed along at a mere 
550, using first one cylinder, then 
two, and finally—for only a few 
seconds—all four. 


The plane was cut loose at 25,000 


feet. Goodlin climbed under his 
own power to 35,000, meantime div- 
ing, banking and climbing. He flew 
for 19 minutes, not quite seven 
under power, and made a perfect 
landing with his fuelless engine’ 
idle, 


“The plane, the engine—in fact, 


everything about the flight—was 
beautiful,” Goodlin said at a press 
conference 
disclosure of the test flight. 
was all very quiet, with absolutely 
no noise at all in the cockpit, no 
sensation of the. roar of an en- 


gine.”

Goodlin is 23 years old. His

The plane’s power is measured 
in terms of thrust, rather than 
horsepower. R. M. Stanley, Eric, 
Okla., Bell’s chief engineer and de- 
signer of the plane, said by the 
only available means of compari- 
son, the engine could be said to 
develop 30,000 horsepower. It 
burns ethyl alcohol, oxidized by 
liquid oxygen. 

The engine is small. It weighs 
only 210 pounds, and its over-all 
length is 56 inches. The plane 
itself measures only 31 feet from 
tail to tip, with a wing span of 
only 28 feet. 

Army authorities emphasized at 
a press conference that the plane 
was not designed for combat use. 
Its mission is purely to permit in- 
vestigation of the supersonic 
speed ranges.

ENTRY BY TEHRAN 
TROOPS IS AGnEED 
TOBY AZERBAWIAN 


Capitulation Ending Two- 
Day ‘Civil War’ An- 
nounced by Iranian 
War Minister. 


TEHRAN, Dec. 11 (UP)—The 
Iranian War Ministry announced 
today that a two-day “civil war” 
ended when the leaders of Azer- 
baijan notified the Central Gov- 
ernment they had decided to bow 
to its decision to send in troops to 
supervise the elections in the 
province. 

Gen, Sepehod A. Ahmodi, Iran- 
ian War Minister, said he received 
at 2 p.m. a message from Jaafar 
Pihsevari, leader of the semi- 
autonomous Azerbaijan govern- 
ment, announcing the decision to 
capitulate to the Tehran demands. 
Premier Ahmed Avam’s troops 
had pushed into Azerbaijan in 
four columns, engaging in com- 
paratively minor skirmishes. 

The latest reports said Qavam’s 
troops had passed beyond the 
Ghaflankooh ranges of hills, 
headed for Tabriz, the Azerbaijan 
capital. 

Gen, Ali Rasmara, chief of staff, 
said troops operating from Zen- 
jan and Takab reached Mianeh, 
the first big town beyond the 
provincial border. Mianeh is 80 
miles from Tabriz. 

The newspaper Atesh said Rus- 
sia had protested to Qavam’s gov- 
ernment yesterday that the ad- 
vance into Azerbaijan was endan- 
gering the Soviet frontier. Azer- 
baijan, occupied by Russian troops 
during World War II, adjoins the 
southern frontier of the Azerbai- 
jan Soviet Socialist Republic. 
The newspaper reported that 
Soviet Ambassador Ivan Sadchi- 
kov charged Qavam’s government 
with breaking a promise by send- 
ing its troops into the rebellious 
province. 

(The Moscow radio last night 
broadcast a report, credited to a 
Tehran newspaper, that the Unit- 
ed States had turned over 40 
four-engined bombers to the Iran 
Central Government since Nov.

SATELLITE PACTS FEB. 10 


Ceremony for 5 Former Axis Nations to Be 
Held in Paris—Foreign Ministers 
Won't Attend It.

NEW YORK, Dec. 11 (AP)— 
The four-power Foreign Ministers’ 
Council decided today that the 
five European satellite peace 
treaties completed here chould be 
signed in Paris Feb. 10. 

Persons present at the council 
session said the Foreign Ministers 
themselves would not appear in 
Paris for the signing ceremony 
but would be represented there, 
possibly by their ambassadors or 
other subordinates, 

Those countries which will sign 
the treaties at that time, accord- 
ing to today’s decision, are the 
United States, Russia, Britain and 
France, the leading victor powers 
of World War II, and Italy, Hun- 
gary, Romania, Bulgaria and Fin- 
land, on whom the treaties are 
being imposed. 

When these treaties are signed, 
it will leave in Europe only Ger- 
many and Austria, the latter re- 
garded as a liberated country, to 
have their postwar international 
status determined, and plans are 
well under way here for a peace- 


making session in Moscow on 
March 10. 


Two Sessions Today. 

Breaking their usual rule of 
one council meeti a day, the 
Big Four ministers ided at the 
conclusion of their mid-day ses- 
sion that they would meet again 
late this afternoon to tackle the 
question of an exact agenda for 
their Moscow conference. 

Left vague by today’s decision 
for the Paris ceremony was the 
question of when the other 17 na- 
tions of the Paris peace confer- 
ence, in addition to the Big Four, 
would sign. Legally, the treaties 
will be considered to be ready for 
ratification once the great powers 
and the former enemy states have 
signed, 

Others of the Big Four mean- 
while awaited word from Soviet 
Foreign Minister V. M. Molotov 
on whether they should plan an 
immediate or delayed start on the 
German and Austrian peace set- 
tlements.

Signers were Marion H. Hedges, 
research director for the AFL In- 
ternational Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers, Clinton S. Golden, 
assistant to the president of the 
C1O Steelworkers Union; Solomon 
Barkin, research director of the 
CIO Textile Workers Union; Elmo 
Roper, operator of a publie opinion 
and marketing researeh service; 
Frank W. Abrams, board chairman 
of the Standard Oil Co. of New 
Jersey; Thomas Roy Jones, presi- 
dent of American Type Founders, 
Inc, Elizabeth, N, J.; Joseph 
Fichter, master of the Ohio State 
Grange; Quentin Reynolds, Spring- 
field, Mass., president of the Na- 
tional Council of Farmer Co 
operatives; and Donald R. Mur- 
phy, Des Moines, Ia., editor of 
Wallace’s Farmer. 

The danger of conflict foreseen 
by this group, the statement said, 
was an immediate threat to the 
well-being of consumers, workers 
and investors. 

“The economic wastes and politi- 
cal costs of mounting warfare 
among our economic groups are 
terrific,” they added. “In the long 
run, they threaten our free insti- 
tutions, our place in the world of 
nations and our promise of a con- 
stantly rising standard of living.” 

Good Relations and Jobs. 

In so tightly knit an economy as 
the United States, the committee 
held, good labor-management re- 
lations are a prerequisite of full 
production and full employment. 
They agreed that these should be 
achieved with a minimum of gov- 
ernment interference or coercion, 
Grantine that good Jabor relations 
had been handicapped in the past 
by the suspicious approach, the 
committee added: 

“Too much thinking and talking 
on both sides is sloganized in 
terms of past industrial warfare. 
There is too little willingness to 
grant the other party the respect 
which is crucial to good relations, 

“Management and ynion leaders 
who have progressed toward 
peaceful industrial relationships 
have not aune so by arguing in 
terms of management ‘preroga- 
tives, workers’ interests and union 
‘rights’.” 

The committee called for team- 
work at plant, industry and na- 
tional levels and said it could be 
attained by straightforward day- 
to-day conferences, 

“The will to peace with freedom 
means promotion of joint respon- 
sibility in meeting the common 
goal: greater productian at lower 
unit cost, with the proceeds s0 
distributed that consuming power 
will remain high, and that plant 
additions and improvements will 
be made,” it added. 

Four Parties Interested. 

“We believe that business should 
be operated for the benefit of 
four parties: the public, custo- 
mers, employes and stockholders 
-—and we believe that unions 
should be operated for the Denefit 
of fous parties—the public, con- 


sumers, union members and the 
company. ? 

‘Any Management or union 
which conceives its responsibilities 
toward a business or society toe 
extend no further than its own 
narrow interests is an anachro- 
nism and has lost its social use- 
fulness.” 

Its suggestions were advanced 
by the committee as a step to- 
ward formulation of a new code 
of group economic behavior which 
it said was urgently needed but 
would necessarily develop slowly. 

“If two such nts as labor 
and management engage in a 
struggle for deminance within 
the delicate mechanism of the 
American economy,” the com- 
mittee e¢oncluded, “neither can 
win and democracy is bound to 


lose 

“ will all go down to- 
gether in chaos or in the regi- 
mentation which will arise from 
public demand to avoid chaos. 
Free unions, free management, 
free enterprise and a free people 
will survive or will disappear to- 
gether.” 

The statement was issued at the 
close of a two-day meeting of 
National Planning Association 
trustees and standing committees. 
Most sessions were closed to re- 
porters, but excerpts from com- 
mittee reports were made avail- 
able and some of them will be 
more extensivley treated in pam- 
phiets to be distributed by the 
association. 


Leon Henderson, economist and 
former OPA director, heads the 
group that wil] carry forward a 
study on the principles that should 
guide the distribution of gains 
from inereased productivity of in- 
dustry. The ge will be to pre- 
pare a manual that will be use-, 
ful to labor and management in 
discussions on the subject. 

Report on Annual Wage. 

Joseph L. Snider, professor of 
business economics at Harvard 
University and staff consultant to 
the association, presented a brief 
report on guaranteed annual 
wages, a subject with which he 
will deal more fully in a hook to 
be published by the university 
next February. A guarantee of a 
full year’s wage to everyone in 
a plant or industry, Prof. Snider 
said, was not realistic except in 
extremely stable industries. But 
guaranteed wages may become the 
battle cry of labor in this genera- 
tion as the eight hour day was 
in the last, he said. He suggested 
that management and labor under- 
take joint studies of how much 
steady employment, short of a 
full year’s normal employment, 
could be guaramteed in various 
plants and industries, 

Golden, speaking for the asso- 
clation’s labor committee, said he 
would like to see more study of 
the causes of industrial peace and 
he thought there was more peace 
then most people seemed to be- 
lieve. 

Industrial conflict naturally got 
more attention than industrial 
peace, he gaid, because it was 
more spectacular, If newspapers 
in their lists of vital statistics 
printed only the deaths and burial 


licenses and births, it would not 
be long, he said, until the im- 
pression got abroad that the 
human race was dying out. He 
thought there wag a parallel there 
with news accounts of strikes and 
peaceful industrial relations.

from the Treasury Procure- 
ment Division, 

Alexander pointed out that while 
reports had indieated the presence 
Of 1,000,000 feet of electric wire in 
storage at the Robertson ware- 
house, the actual quantity was 5,- 
000,000 feet, but the wire, used in 
airplane wiring systems, earried 
only 12 volts and was therefore 
unsuitable for house wiring which 
must bear a 110-volt load. Fur- 
thermore, Alexander said, this 
wire with all other communica- 
tion electronic wire and cable was 
assigned to the Electronic Branch, 
Philadelphia WAA regional office, 
and could not be sold by other re- 
gional offices, which merely store 
it. 

All other copper wire in the St. 
Louis inventory prior to last Aug. 
16 was offered for sale on that 
date, Alexander said, but 90 per 
cent of all copper wire and cable 
in the local inventory was not 
suited to housing construction 
purposes. 

Iron Pipe Slow to Move. 

Some quantities of heavy 
wrought iron pipe are being held 
in gtorage here, Alexander said, 
but it is not considered suitable 
for housing uses by any of the 
agencies charged with responsi- 
bility for that program. He said 
its excessive weight and price 
over that of ordinary soil pipe has 
made its disposal difficult, but it 
is still being advertised for gale. 

Aluminum extrusions and tub- 
ing of the type presently stored 
here are not suitable for building 
purposes, Alexander declared, and 
the 150 tons of aluminum sheets 
now on hand at 8900 South Broad- 
way have already been sold and 
are awaiting shipping instructions. 
The balance is being offered to 
priority holders and if not sold 
will be offered to subsequent pri- 
ority claimants and finally to the 
general public, he said. 

Window sash cord, though 
physically present in the ware- 
house, has been removed from 
the declaration of surplus issued 
by the Chicago regional office and 
cannot be gold, the report an- 
nounced., Air compressors can 
only be sold on certificates from 
the housing agency while office 
machinery, desks and other fur- 
niture are held under the “super 
priorities” of federal agencies 
which give them first claim on 
this equipment, it was pointed 
out. The demands of these agen- 
cles have never permitted any of- 
fering to lower priority groups, 
the report said. 

Joseph C. Lewis, associate coun- 
sel for a Congressional committee 
investigating disposal of war sur- 
plus goods, was scheduled to con- 
fer today with WAA officials after 
completing a spot eheck of ware- 
houses here yesterday. Lewis,

We reject 
this point of view, 

“The present ,imbalanee  be- 
tween wages and profits is un- 
sound; it is not automatically 
self-terminating in a manner com- 
patible with general economic 
Stability, Rather it is self-term- 
inating through a recession. Un- 
less there is an immediate in- 
crease in wages or a sharp drop 
in prices, we are flirting with 
collapse. 
“Too High a Price.” 

“There is no evidence to date 
to indicate that business will cut 
prices prior to qa depression in 
which unemployment, declining 
incomes and shrinking demands 
will make price declines unavoid- 
able, This is too high a price to 
pay for bringing wages and prof- 
its into sounder alignment, 

“Raising wages without inere 
ing prices appears to be the on 
currently possible meang of 
bringing about the kind of rela- 
tionship which will avoid a ser- 
ious decline in business activity.” 

Optimistically, Nathan ex- 
pressed the hope that such a 
policy would appeal to business 
as well as to labor, as a sound 
method of restoring the country’s 
basic economic strength and re- 
place what he termed the present 
sense Of pessimism and insecur- 
ity with confidence in the na- 
tion’s economic well-being. 

The report was made public at 
a luncheon attended by Murray 
and some high Government of- 
ficials. These includéd Secretary 
of the Interior J. A. Krug, a prin- 
cipal figure in the recent Govern- 
ment litigation against John L.

Latimer Given More Time, 

The advisory board of the Of- 
fice of War Mobilization and Re- 
conversion yesterday granted an 
additional month for Latimer to 
complete his guaranteed wage 
study. A subcommittee headed by 
Eric Johnston, former chairman 
of the United States Chamiber of 
Commerce, recommended the ex- 
tension—from Dec. 31 to Jan. 31. 

The CIO had protested to 
OWMR that the Dec. 81 deadline 
would give Latimer insufficient 
time to complete his work ade- 
quately. A companion study, deal- 
ing with economic effects of wage 
guarantees, is being completed by 
Professors Alvin H, Hansen of 
Harvard University and Paul A. 
Samuelson of the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology. They 
talked with the OWMR Advisory 
Board yesterday and plan to make 
their final report Jan. 20. 

The late President Roosevelt 
initiated the general study of the 
guaranteed wage problem after 
the former War Labor Board rec- 
ommended a survey of its ap- 
plicability to the steel industry. 

Representatives of three of 
CIO’s biggest unions, representing 
approximately 2,000,000 workers, 
will meet next Monday in Pitts- 
burgh to formulate wage policies. 
These are the CIO Steel Workers 
headed -by Murray, the UAW 
headed by Reuther and the United 
Electrical Workers led by Albert 
J. Fitzgerald. 


UAW Board Delays Discussion of 
Wage Demands, 

NEW YORK, Dee. 11 (AP)—A 
discussion of wage increases to 
be sought in the automotive in- 
dustry in 1947 contract negotia- 
tions has been postponed by the 
international executive board of 
the CIO United Automobile Work- 
ers of America. 

It was reported last night that 
a decision might not be 


announced until tomorrew or Fri- 
day. 

UAW President Walter P. 
Reuther said the wage discussion 
was postponed because the Ca- 
nadian regional director, George 
Burt, presented his report in 
order to return to Windsor, Ont. 

Reports with the opening of the 
board’s week-long sessions placed 
the demand at 25 cents an hour, 
while yesterday it was rumored 
the figure might be placed at 23 
cents, but Reuther tvld reporters 
“the figure has not yet been set.” 

Present average hourly rate is 
$1.30, with a daily average of 
$10.40. Reuther said offers of 10 
and 11 cents an hour increases had 
been received.

Asserting that Government reve- 
nue prospects “look good at this 
moment,” he added: 

“If we can iron out our wage 
problem without upsetting produc- 
tion, I think we will be in for a 
very prosperous period—certainly 
for the next calendar year, any- 
way.” 

Government revenue was bud- 
geted this fiscal year at $39,600,- 
000,000 and tax collections have 
been in line with that figure, but 
the future rate will depend on the 
general level of prosperity and in- 
come. 

Snyder said it would be diffi- 
cult to arrive at any figure on the 
cost of the coal strike in terms of 
Government revenues. 

He said it could not be deter- 
mined just how much production 
was stopped by the strike or to 
translate any calculations of that 
kind “into terms of treasury in- 
come.” 

He said there was no rush about 
naming an Under Secretary of the 
Treasury to succeed O. Max Gard- 
ner, who has been named Ambas- 
sador to Britain, because Gardner 
will remain as Under Secretary 
until confirmed by the Senate for 
his new post, ” 


$1, PAUL STUDENTS URGE CITY 
ACT TO END TEACHERS’ STRIKE 


ST. PAUL, Dec. 11 (AP)—One 
hundred high school students par- 
ticipated in an orderly mile-long 
march on the City Hall today to 
present to the City Council a state- 
ment asking for settlement of the 
teachers’ strike that has closed St.’ 
Paul schools for more than two 
weeks. Most of the marchers, who 
started from the state capitol, 
wore placards on which were 
printed such slogans as “Pay the 
teachers” and “Taxpayers are pay- 
ing for the education we aren’t 
getting.” 

On their march they chanted 
“We want school.” 

Fred Traux, commissioner of 
education, told the delegation that 
the City Council was powerless to 
open the schools and that the 
situation had reached a _ point 
where it was up to the people of 
St. Paul. 

Dean M. Schweickard, state com- 
missioner of education, said more 
than $500,000 in Minnesota funds 
for St. Paul school aid is “defi- 
nitely periled.” Minnesota statutes 
call for a minimum school year of 
160 days and the walkout is with- 
in two days of the limit.

ATHENS, O., Dec. 11 (AP)— 
Jewell Peters, an Ohio University 
student, has made an “admission 
that he killed his wife by smoth- 
ering her with bed: clothing,”

Mrs. Leah Mae Peters, 24 years 
old, was found dead in their 
trailer home on Dec, 3, the body 
sprawled across a bed. Peters, a 
25-year-old war veteran, lay be- 
side her, violently ill. 

Prosecutor Gray declined to say 
whether Peters gave any motive. 
He remarked that “three or four 
motives have been advanced for 
the killing,” but listed none.

But Johnson's fighting heart, 
weakened by the long ordeal, was 
unequal to the last great chal- 
lenge | 

The fabulous fireballer, whose 
achievements are recorded in 
baseball's Hall of Fame _ at 
Cooperstown, N. Y., did all his 
major league pitching for the 
Washington Senators. He broke 
in with them in 1907 and closed 
out his active playing career jn 
1927 after suffering a broken leg 
in spring training. 

Big Train Won 414 Games, 

In that span, the big raw-boned 


the nick-name “Big Train” 


history. 
He won 414 games, a record sur- 


, passed only by Cy Young. Those 


triumphs, achieved with a team 
that finished in the second divi- 
sion during 15 of Johnson's 21 big 
league pitching years, earned — 
was always pulling his teammates 


‘through without much support. 


He compiled an all-time major 
league record of 113 shutouts 

It was Johnson's blazing fast 
ball that inspired the famed, and 
unanswerable, baseball alibi—‘‘you 
can't hit ‘em when you can’t see 
’ern.” 

And it was his high hard one 
that brought him a big league 
strikeout record that hasn't even 
been approached—3497. His strike- 
out victims included all of the 
mightest American League 
sluggers of his time—Shoeless Joe 
Jackson, Ty Cobb, Eddie Collins, 
Babe Ruth, Harry Heilmann, Tris 
Speaker, George Sisler, Lou Geh- 
rig, Jimmy Foxx. 

Johnson led the American 
League pitchers in strikeouts for 
12 years; set a record, since tied, 
of six consecutive strikeouts in 


right-hander from Humboldt, 
Kan. fashioned one of the great- 
ritching records in baseball 


one game, and struck out 313 
batters in one season—35 short of 


by Cleveland’s Bob Feller, John- 
son’s successor as the speed ball 
king of the majors, 


Among his many pitching feats 
were 56 consecutive scoreless in- 
nings and two no-hitters—one a 
rain-shortened seven-inning af- 
fair. 


Johnson pitched sixty 1 to 0 
games, winning 40 and losing 20. 
He led the league in victories for 
three years and twice went over 
the 30-victory mark—with 32 tri- 
umphs in 1912 and 36 in 1913. 

He finished his major league 
pitching career as he started it, 
losing to the Detroit Tigers. 

Though best remembered for his 
pitching, Johnson also was a 
good batter. A long ball hitter, 
he frequently delivered the blow 
that won his own game, 


In Two World Series, 
Johnson took part in two world 
series in 1924 against the New 
York Giants and in 1925 against 
the Pittsburgh Pirates. The two 
series brought exactly opposite re- 
sults for Johnson and the Sen- 

ators. 


Against the Giants, Johnson lost 
his first two starts, but eked out 
a 12-inning 4 to 3 victory in the 
deciding game. That victory came 
on one of the best-remembered 
freaks in all world series history 
— a grounder by Earl McNeely 
that hit a pebble in front of third- 
baseman Freddie Lindstrom and 
bounced away for the blow that 
scored Muddy Ruel, who had 
doubled after being reprieved 
when New York Catcher Hank 
Gowdy stumbled on his mask and 
muffed a pop-up. 

The following year, Johnson won 
his first two starts against the 
Pirates, but lost the deciding 
game, 97 It was a heart-breaker, 
for Johnson lost the battle on un- 
earned runs when his infield, slip- 
ping and sliding in the rain, col- 
lapsed behind him. 

After he hung up his pitching 
glove in 1927, Johnson turned to 
managing. He piloted the Sen- 
ators from 1929 through 1932 and 
ended his major league career 
managing the Cleveland Indians 
from 1933 until August 1935. 

Johnson then retired to his 
Maryland farm. In 1940, he ran 
for Congress from Maryland on 
the Republican ticket. But his 
fame as a baseball player was not 
enough to carry him through in a

downtown parking facilities to 
smoother handling of vehicular 
movements on the outskirts. 
Many interested agencies are 
convinced that sooner or later all 
curb parking downtown must be 
eliminated to facilitate the moving 
of traffic on the narrow streets, 
none of which is susceptible to 
widening. In this connection, there 
has been much discussion of the 
demand for public and private fa- 
cilities in and near the downtown 
business district for parking of 
automobiles on a large scale. No- 
table among these would be the 
suggested underground garage be- 
neath the proposed memorial de- 
velopment of the riverfront. 


Parking on Approaches. 

There is some support also for 
the idea of prohibition of parking 
on principal thoroughfares serving 
as approaches to the downtown 
congested areas. 

At the request of Director of 
Streets and Sewers Arthur C. Mey- 
ers, a bill was introduced in the 
Board of Aldermen last winter to 
prohibit morning and evening 
rush-hour parking on these ap- 
proach arteries and also on im- 
portant streets throughout the 
city. Received with marked lack 
of enthusiasm, it died. 

Then Meyers tried a limited at- 
tack on the problem, which, he 

ys, has proved successful. A 
measure for widening North Flor- 
issant avenue for. about a mile, 
between Palm street and Grand 
boulevard, had failed, so Meyers 
obtained passage of an ordinance, 
which became effective April 1, 
prohibiting parking on this 
stretch, on the side of the domi- 
nant movement of rush-hour traf- 
fic. That is, parking is barred on 
the west side between 7:30 and 
9 a.m. and on the east side be- 
tween 4:30 and 6 p.m. ‘ 

In effect, this widens thé street 
by two lanes, at the cost of a few 
signs. That may be considered to 
be the effect generally where 
parking is eliminated, together 
with a speeding up of traffic 
movement, 


Rise in Speed. 

When streetcars were removed 
in favor of busses and parking 
was barred on Locust street down- 
town this year, city inspectors 
found that traffic movement rose 
at once from about six miles an 
hour to 15 (legal maximum in the 
congested area). 

“That change,” says City Traffic 
Engineer Tom Watts Jr., “is one 
of the best things ever done for 
traffic in the congested district, 
and I don't believe there is a mer- 
chant on Locust street now who 
disagrees; we've had no adverse 
comment.” : 

Positive steps have been taken 
towards accomplishment of what 
is generally accepted as one of 
the outstanding measures to re- 
lieve downtown congestion — 
widening and double-decking of 
Third street, with extensions 
southwest to Twelfth boulevard 
and Gravois avenue and northwest 
to Mullanphy street and North 
Florissant (“North Twelfth”). 

At the request of the State 
Highway Commission, the Board 
of Public Service officially 
adopted this route last May 20, 
agreeing that the city would pay 


‘(from bond funds) one-third of 


the cost ¢f the right-of-way. The 
balance for right-of-way and con- 
struction will be paid from a 50- 
50 federal- and state road allot- 
ment over the next three years, 
the first part of which already has 
been allocated. State engineers 
say about a year will be required 
now to complete the design and 
acquire the right-of-way. 

Along the river front memorial 
site, between Washington avenue 
and Poplar. street, the thorough- 
fare, as contemplated for several 
years, will consist of two surface 
roadways, divided by a central 
park strip and two depressed 
roadways, also divided. Each 
roadway will have three lanes. It 
is proposed to have a three-track 
railroad tunnel adjoin the thor- 
oughfare, replacing the present 
unsightly levee elevated tracks. 

The new street will pass under 
Washington avenue at the Eads 
Bridge entrance, then will be elt- 
vated along the vicinity of Third, 
Broadway, Cass and Mullanphy. 
Likewise, it will be elevated to cut 
acress old blocks south of Poplar. 

Other Accomplishments. 

Notable among other accom- 
plishments of late to facilitate 
traffic are the following: 

Conversion of Pine street and 
Chestnut-Lawton route, both be- 
tween Fourth street and Grand 
boulevard, into one-way thor- 
oughfares. Pine street is for 
westbound traffic, Chestnut- 
Lawton for eastbound, except 
between 3 and 7 p.m., when it, 
too, is for westbound, Parking 
is restricted or eliminated vari- 
ously. Early indications are 
that, as expected by city traffic 
officials and police, this new 
system will be of great help in 
facilitating entry to and exit 
from the downtown area. Some 
confusion has existed at the 
start, but drivers appear to be 
getting used to the signal sys- 
tem. Olive and Locust east of 
Twelfth are the only other 
likely places for change to one- 
way movement, 

Rerouting of street cars and 
busses downtown, relieving some 
of the pressure on Washington 
avenue, affording the Locust 
street improvement and getting 
greater usefulness out of Del- 
mar boulevard, 

Use of the “right-turn-at-all 
times” system at several inter- 
sections. 

Bartholomew’s Suggestions. 

Harland Bartholomew, engineer 
of the City Plan Commission, lists 
the following street projects, in 
addition to the foregoing, as the 
most needed to expedite traffic: 

Widening, extension and im- 
provement of Fourteenth street, 
Washington to Mullanphy-North 
Twelfth and Park to Gravois, 
to relieve Twelfth boulevard. 

Development of another cen- 
tral-crosstown route, between 
Fourteenth and Twenty-first 
streets. The Public Roads Ad-

Conversion of Pine-Lawton-

This is part of a comprehen- 
sive’ 78-city-t @ck rehabilitation 
of a blighted area planned by 
Bartholomew and approved by 
the commission in April. He 
proposes that Forest Park ave- 
nue be connected with the 
abandoned Rock Island Rail- 
road right-of-way at De Bali- 
viere avenue by a new route be- 
side the Wabash Railroad in 
Forest Park. 

Possibly a fast thoroughfare 
with separated grades curving 
just inside the city limits and 
another such crosstown route 
along the Vandeventer-Tower 
Grove-Morganford line, both 


connecting at either end and 
with the proposed interregional 
routes.

DENIES BEING NAZI 
CULTURAL ENVOY 


Wilhelm Furtwaengler Tells 
Board He Is ‘Victim of 
Lies in World Press.’ 


BERLIN, Dec. 11 (AP)—Fight- 
ing to regain his position as Ger- 
many'’s foremost symphony con- 
ductor, Wilhelm Furtwaengler de- 
nied before a de-Nazification board 
today that he had been “an am- 
bassador of Nazi culture.” 

The 60-year-old interpreter of 
Beethoven asserted that hé was a 
“victim of lies in the world press” 
and declared his concert tours of 
Europe in wartime were made 
only “to bring honor to German 
music.” 

Furtwaengler pleaded his case 
before a German board of five 
men and two women, including 
painters, actors and musicians, He 
said he had protested in 1933 
against Nazi dismissal of Jewish 
artists and in 1934 had resigned 
as Prussian state councillor and 
vice preident of the Reich Music 
Chamber. 

Furtwaengler levelled 
charge of ‘terrorism’ against 
Richard Strauss, compoSger-presi- 
dent of the Music Chamber, and 
said he had many controversies 
with him. 

He asserted he had bitter argu- 
ments with Nazi Propaganda Min- 
ister Joseph Goebbels over the 
exclusion of music by Mendels- 
sohn and other Jewish composers 
from his programs, 

Sharply questioned as to why 
he remained director of the Ber- 
lin Philharmonic under the Nazis, 
Furtwaengler said, “I had to prove 
to the world that art exists which 
is beyond politics.”

“Many people in Great Britain 
have, by contrast, concentrated 
their. attention upon the belief 
that the British, almost alone 
amongst the victors of the war, 
and almost solely because of their 
own exertions in the common 
cause, were going into the peace 
saddled with a colossal burden of 
external debt.”

For an East Side Cleanup 


In defiance of the corrupt and racket-nourished 
political machine which usually fixes such mat- 
ters in advance, the St. Clair County grand jury 
has opened a sweeping investigation of gambling 
on the East Side and of the officials with whose 
eonnivance it goes on. 

The grand jury has grown weary of “law en- 
forcement” officers who publicly announce oppo- 
sition to enforcing the law or who themselves 
are known partners in gaming houses, the slot- 
machine business or the penny-snatching policy 
racket. They are indignant at such things as 
seeing their children instructed in lawlessness 
by slot machines opérating in lunchrooms across 
from public schools, or watching the night’s take 
from a dice parlor escorted to the bank by an 
East St. Louis police inspector. 

Accordingly, the grand jury has issued 
subpenas for police officials and for citizens who 
are known to have lost heavily in the gambling 
“palaces.” Unless the subpenas are evaded or 
the testimony perjured, the jurors will be edi- 
fied by an intimate elaboration of facts that have 
already been published, in some detail, in the 
Post-Dispatch and other newspapers. 

The grand jury might also subpena bank rec- 
ords and bankers who could testify as to trust 
agreements known to have been executed by the 
big beneficiaries of the gambling syndicates. 

The question remains of what will happen if 
this turns out to be in the full sense of the 
phrase a “runaway grand jury.” Its term ends 
Dec. 31 and by a long-sanctioned custom it must 
terminate its hearings before Christmas. This 
affords time for the return of indictments, but 
that does not assure adequate prosecution and 
convictions. 

Quite the contrary. With the prosecution in 
the hands of officials who are cogs in the ma- 
ehine—a machine which operates with fine bi- 
partisan impartiality—the outlook for convictions 
is not bright, unless the authorities in Spring- 
field take a hand. 

The fawning tolerance shown racketeers by 
Mayor John T. Connors and Police Commissioner 
John T. English of East St. Louis is well known. 
They are eager lieutenants in the machine 
bossed by Leo Dougherty, a convicted bootlegger, 
for the Democrats, and by Dan McGlynn for 
the Republicans. The same applies, with little 
qualification, for State’s Attorney Lewis P. Zer- 
weck and some of his assistants. 

The grand jury’s duty is clear. It is to indict 
the law violators and the miscreant officials 
under whose sanction they thrive. They can 
then hope for public opinion and the State of 
Illinois, as represented by Gov. Green and At- 
torney General George F. Barrett, to see that 
the job they started is carried out. 

They also can, and should, ask the sitting 
judge to name a special prosecutor to replace 
Zerweck, and they can recommend a man for 
the job. 

There is no presumption that the rank and 
file of St. Clair citizens like lawlessness and gov- 
ernment by the allies of lawlessness any better 
than citizens anywhere else. With a little out- 
side help, and with the example of a courageous 
grand jury, they should throw off the yoke of 
racketeers.

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The Stake: A‘ Million a Year 


For the third time, the city administration is 
asking the Board of Aldermen to transfer the 
City Sanitarium to the State of Missouri, where 
it properly belongs. Clara Hempelmann, Twelfth 
Ward Alderman, will introduce a bill to that 
effect Friday, 

If the bill passes, and the Legislature agrees, 
the city will save, according to Mr. Nolte, a 
minimum of $1,000,000 a year. The State, with 
its $30,000,000 nest egg, and fat revenues coming 
in, is in good position to assume financial re- 
sponsibility for the Sanitarium. The city, on the 
other hand, faces a deficit estimated by Budget 
Director Schubkegel at $3,250,000. A number 
of factors has plunged the city into its worst fi- 
nancial plight in many years. Failure of. the 
Aldermen to pass Mrs. Hempelmann’s bill can 
only mean the imposition on St. Louisans. of new 
and onerous taxes. 

Whatever reasons caused the Aldermen to op- 
pose transfer of ‘the Sanitarium in the past do 
not weigh in the balance against the million-a- 
year saving now possible. This time, we hope, 
the board will end the anomalous situation by 
which St. Louis is the only major city in the 
— to maintain a hospital for mental pa- 

ents.

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Criticism With Christmas Seals 


Serious criticism has been leveled at the St. 
Louis Tuberculosis and Health Society, right in 
the middle of its Christmas Seal campaign. Dr. 
Louis I, Dublin, national authority on tubercu- 
losis, indicted the society for undemocratic ad- 
ministration and insufficient effort. 

Negroes, said Dr. Dublin, make up 13 per cent 
of the city’s population, and their tuberculosis 
death rate is three and a half times that of 
whites. Whereupon the vice president of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. asked a ques- 
tion: “Are any Negroes among the directors you 
just elected?” No answer. There weren’t any. 

So it comes about that while tuberculosis is 
particularly a Negro problem, they have no voice 
in its solution, The result is either resentment 
or indifference. And a high death rate. 

Dr. Dublin’s other advice can be summed up 
in his statement, “Spend your time and energy 
where it will do more good.” Among the Negroes 
is one place. He told the society to “quit 
wasting your money” on white grade schools, 
where “tuberculosis no longer exists as a major 
menace.” He said there were 200 to 250 beds 
in Koch Hospital which were not in operation 
and should be. He said 19 per cent of the deaths 
reported as tuberculosis were not “visited and 
served,” and should be. 

But the Tuberculosis and Health Society is 
not the first welfare group to be shaken by the 
voice of an expert. The Red Cross has heard 
similar charges. What it comes down to is that 
social welfare work requires popular support. It 


' altogether. 


cannot be left to the charitable instincts of a 
station wagon set or a few contented bureaucrats. 

The fact that these are worthy causes places 
them under criticism and not above it. Fortu- 
nately the Tuberculosis Society honestly accepted 
cross-examination in the midst of its campaign. 
When Dr. Dublin was finished, a society spokes- 
man said, “I feel as if I'd been sentenced by the 
Pupreme Court.” Now, perhaps, changes will be 
made. 
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Ho, Hum! 


As a result of the crippling public utility 
strike in Pittsburgh, the Union Electric strike in 
St. Louis and other such walkouts, the Govern- 
ment invited representatives of public utility 
labor and management to Washington. The pur- 
pose was to launch a move to free the industry 
of strikes capable of paralyzing whole commu- 
nities. 

The outcome was a few pious.platitudes. La- 
bor and management agree that they have “a 
basic responsibility to the citizens of the com- 
munities which they serve.” Isn’t that some- 
thing to travel all the way to Washington to 
agree upon? Once again: 

The representatives of industry and labor 
who have been meeting recognize that this 


responsibility requires every effort on their 
part to maintain industrial peace. 


That’s the kind of statement that they use 
down in hell for paving-blocks. 

Someone at the meeting had the hardihood to 
suggest the possibility that the principle of com- 
pulsory arbitration might be applied to prevent 
utility strikes. Out came the snickernee and 
compulsory arbitration bit the dust. Conciliation 
Director Warren, who conducted the meeting, 
would not say who wielded the blade, labor or 
management. 

In the days of coal oil lamps, each family 
controlled its own illumination. In these days, 
cities are completely dependent on a continuing 
supply of electricity for lighting, refrigeration 
and literally thousands of other purposes. Utility 
companies are compelled by their franchises to 
furnish an uninterrupted supply of power, but 
labor can at any time walk off the job and leave 
whole cities helpless. 

The right to strike is not absolute. It is not, 
as some believe, guaranteed by the Constitution. 
It is subject to limitation. Many unions—like 
those of federal employes and like policemen’s 
unions—voluntarily forego the right to strike 
There should be some limitation of 
the right to strike in the public utility industry, 
such limitation to be accompanied by machinery 
for the protection of labor’s rights to fair treat- 
ment in the matter of wages, hours and working 
conditions. 

But, on this important matter, the labor- 
management meeting in Washington left the 
country right where it was before the meeting 
started. Pious platitudes stop no strikes. 
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It is unfair to accuse Foreign Minister Molotov 
of stubbornness. He has certainly been reason- 
able enough about changing from what he had 
said he would do.

Everybody has been wondering how the 
veterans of World War II would organize, 
The answer is that they are making a con- 
servative choice. 


Out of all the groups specifically for the 
soldiers and sailors of 1941-45, only two 
have risen to national prominence—the 
American Veterans of World War II (Am- 
vets) and the American Veterans’ Commit- 
tee (AVC). Between them they represent 
only some 150,000 GIs, while some 2,000,000 
have joined the American Legion and 1,- 
500,000 the Veterans of Foreign Wars. 


Why? The reason is fairly obvious: as 
successful going concerns the Legion and 
the VFW offer services, clubhouses, expe- 
rience, legislative leadership and tradition. 


Amvets and AVC offer veterans the rich 
opportunity of striking out for themselves, 
unfettered by sacred traditions. 


There are some who express the opinion 
that AVC is Communist-inspired. They cite 
AVC’s opposition to the bonus, the peace- 
time draft, the closed-door immigration 
policy and the House Un-American Activi- 
ties Committee. They are wrong, Its goals 
are as American as those of President 
Roosevelt and Wendell Willkie. 


What the AVC Stands for 


Before the AVC delegates left Des 
Moines, they outlined what they mean by 
“Citizens First, Veterans Second.” On in- 
ternational issues, this slogan translates 
itself into strong support for the United 
Nations and for the development of world 


government; food. rationing in the United 


States to alleviate world famine; loans to 
war-damaged nations, and the elimination 
of cartels, On domestic issues, the plat- 
form calls for the restoration of wartime 
controls to obtain ample low-cost housing; 
the immediate passage of the Wagner-El- 
lender-Taft housing till; a minimum wage 
of 75 cents an hour; support for organized 
labor and opposition to compulsory arbi- 
tration; the creation of more TVAs; the 
“streamlining” of Congress, and opposition 
to Jim Crowism, 


Today, AVC has 75,000 members; its goal 
is 1,000,000 by next year. Can it ever be- 
come gigantic, like the Legion or the 
VFW? It is not likely. But so long as 
it continues to be loud, and lusty, and for- 
ward in its convictions, AVC will serve to 
stimulate, irritate and leaven the thinking 
of the nation and its communities. 


Amvets’ “Cautious” Course 


The Amvets, with some 75,000 members, 
seems more likely than the AVC to become 
the spokesman for the bulk of the veterans 
of World War II, because of the cautious, 
conservative course it follows. Amvets 
lacks the crusading spirit and hyperthy- 
roid activity of AVC on the national level, 
though on a local basis it has fought: for 
issues and made itself felt. 

The convention elected as its first 
national commander a middle - of - the 
roader, 40-year-old Jack Hardy, Hardy has 
the courage to stick his chin out. Appear- 
ing as a guest of an independent outfit 
clamoring for a state bonus, Hardy was 
asked to speak. 

“What I am going to say is not in keep 
ing with the spirit of this meeting... 
but I feel I must,” Hardy told the bonus 
seekers, “We have a bigger job to do here 


‘of them 


at home than we had overseas. We have 
a damned sick country. Our job is to make 
it the kind of a country we thought we 
were fighting for, and now is no time to 
be thinking of grabbing while the grab- 
bing is good. , .. 


“What we want is jobs for everybody 
and the chance to earn a living. There 
are 140,000,000 people in this country. All 
are not veterans. This country 
has to be run for all the people in it.” 


Where Leadership Rests 


Actually, the Veterans of Foreign Wars 
is grounded in principles that differ only 
in detail from those of the Legion. On vir- 
tually every major issue, the two organiza- 
tions see eye to eye: universal military 
training, stringent limitations on immigra- 
tion, terminal leave pay for enlisted men, 
more benefits for more veterans. How- 
ever, the more forward-looking VFW lead- 
ership has warded off the anti-union brush 
with which the Legion has been tarred. 


Through weight of numbers and unity 
of purpose, the American Legion has been 
a major influence throughout the past 
quarter of a century, not only in veterans’ 
legislation but in national policy. It is 
physically worth $200,000,000; it holds recog- 
nized leadership and it has a “God and 
country” tradition, 


Leaders say that the Legion is—or will 
soon be—in the hands of its new members, 
but the change is likely to be in terms of 
faces rather than of ideas. World War II 
veterans who think along the same lines 
as the old members are being selected and 
seasoned for important posts. 


The organization keenly believes it is a 
true cross section of America. Recently a 
Legion publication declared: “To question 
the motives or ideals of the Legion's com- 
bined thinking is to question the funda- 
mental principles of America.” 


The Ledger on the Legion 


After the first World War the Legion 
got a black eye from strike-breaking by 
some of its members, wearing Legion uni- 
forms; and after this past war, the Legion 
got another shiner when an Oregon post 
dishonored a Nisei hero because of his 
lineage. But let it not be forgotten that 
the Legion has done many good works. 


The voice of the organized veteran is 
still, today, chiefly a demand for benefits, 
privileges, and special rights. But there 
are 15,000,000 veterans coming out of World 
War II, most of whom have not yet joined 
any organization. Anything which affects 
them will affect the nation; and anything 
which affects the nation will affect them. 


The AVC understands this thoroughly. 
Amvets understands it too, but not so 
clearly. Most World War II veterans, I 
believe, have at least a vague notion of it. 
There, in the latent strength of the World 
War II veteran, whose full voice is yet to 
be heard, lies the hope of national security 
and world peace,

France—the Key to Equilibrium 


S 


OME slow progress toward peace is being made. At the Waldortf- 
Astoria in New York City, the four Foreign Ministers have got 
far enough so that they can announce that sometime next Febru- 


ary it should be possible to sign peace treaties with the five minor 
ex-enemies, Italy, Romania, Bulgaria, Hungary and Finland. 


These treaties are not going to 
satisfy many Americans. But 
they are about all we could hope 
to get at the present time. It 
would be a mistake for the Sen- 
ate not to ratify them. About the 
same time, a new conference for 
making peace. with Germany 
should be getting under way. The 
eventual treaty, with Japan has 
not yet been scheduled. 


The Issue in Spain. 

Out at Lake Success beyond 
Utopia Parkway, the UN has 
taken a first step in the direction 
of eliminating manufacture and 
use of the atomic bomb—= and 
possibly other weapons. 

Yet it would, however, be a big 
mistake to think that the funda- 
mental difficulties that have di- 
vided the Soviet Union and the 
Western democracies are disap- 
pearing. They are still with us— 
despite an undoubtedly less sticky 
attitude on the part of Moscow. 

It is, for instance, impossiblé 
for the UN Assembly to reach an 
agreement to do anything effec- 
tive about eliminating the usurper 
Franco from the Government of 
Spain. The United States and 
Britain effectively block any con- 
crete action. 

Their alleged motives are re- 
spect for Spanish sovereignty and 
the desire to prevent a second 
Spanish civil war. But since 
Franco came into power through 
the passive assistance of the 
United States and Britain and a 
peculiarly ferocious civil war, 
these reasons sound like pretexts. 
More important with. Washington 
and London is the firm intention 
of taking no chances on the emer- 
gence of a Spanish Government 
docile to the wishes of Moscow. 


If Macedonia Goes... 

Elsewhere, too, the tug-of-war 
goes on. Premier Qavam of Iran 
has launched a desperate venture 
in his effort to keep the north- 
ern Iranian province of Azerbai- 
jan. Under Soviet occupation and 
with Soviet help, Iranian Com- 
munists set up in Azerbaijan a so- 
called autonomous government 
that has obeyed Moscow and de- 
fied Tehran. Elections held un- 
der the insurgents would have 
confirmed the virtual detachment 
of the province. Hence Qavam’s 
gamble. If it succeeds it will 
mean the recovery of a virtually 
lost territory. If it fails then the 
shadow of the Kremlin slides for- 
ward, 

In Greece, the Government 
‘eharges that Albania, Yugoslavia 
and Bulgaria are backing the now 


almost» completey Communist 
Greek insurgents in an effort to 
attach Greek Macedonia to the 
Soviet sphere. If Macedonia went, 
the rest of Greece could hardly be 
preserved, 


The Issue in Europe. 

At any time the Soviets can 
start a first-class fight by a re- 
newal of their demands to control 
the Dardenelles (as they would in 
any partnership with Turkey from 
which the Western powers were 
excluded). 

In China, the war between the 
National Government and_ the 
Communists is blazing fiercely. 

Iran, Greece, the Dardenelles 
and China are serious issues. The 
most serious is Western Europe. 
The Western democracies have 
been pushed and maneuvered into 
relinquishing Eastern Europe as 
far west as the Luebeck-Trieste 
line to Russia. 

But whereas western Germany 
is firmly in democratic hands, the 
rest of Europe is not. 

The key to the difficulty is 
France. With France riddled by 
Communism and seeking a des- 
perate “neutrality” between totali- 
tarianism and democracy, western 
Europe is neither militarily nor 
ideologically safe. 


With Russia or Without. 

Yet until western Europe is 
definitely lined up with the West, 
there will be no European equi- 
librium, Until there is a European 
equilibrium, the Western democ- 
racies will not have reached a 
state of equality with the Soviet 
Union, Until they have, it is pre- 
mature to talk of reaching or 
even of seeking a general settle- 
ment with Russia. For as long 
as matters remain in flux Moscow 
has no real interest in such a 
settlement, 

Once European equilibrium is 
reached, basic negotiations can be 
pushed energetically, They should 
soon show whether fundamental 
agreement with the Soviet Union 
is possible. If not, then the West- 
ern democracies will have every 
motive to organize the free part 
of the world without Russia and 
with all countries that desire to 
take part in such a consolidation. 

For this reason ‘it would seem 
that Byrnes and Bevin ought to 
begin giving to the solution of the 
French problem a little of the 
energy they have been devoting to 
building up their part of Germany. 
Certainly, this is no time for the 
United States to order German 
war prisoners out of French coal 
mines.

Who Charges ‘‘Political Relief’’? 


W 


could be producing the necessaries 


HEN Dean Acheson, Acting Secretary of State, announced 
Sunday night that the United States would not give relief sup- 
plies to countries that divert to their armies manpower that 


of life, he only touched one aspect 


of a problem of human destitution that has reached such gigantic 


proportions that it has become, 
insoluble. 


To my mind, the most important 
point he made was that the coun- 
tries, loudest in their accusation 
that -we are using food as a po- 
litical weapon, “have preferred to 
carry out a political and economic 
revolution at the risk of starving 
their own people.” 

A Foreseen Result? 

This is also a misleading state- 
ment. The political and economic 
revolutions carried out in the Bal- 
tic states, Poland, Hungary, Czech- 
osiovakia, and the Russian zones 
of Austria and Germany, and in 
Yugoslavia, have not been done 
“at the risk of” anything. They 
have been done for the purpose 
of reducing the entire population 
to such a low economic level that 
every spirit of resistance will be 
broken and the entire people de- 
pendent for every crust of bread 
upon the all-powerful Communist- 
directed state. 

Communist leaders are not stu- 
pid men who cannot foresee the 
results of their policies. They 
foresee and plan for exact results. 
They know perfectly well that the 
reduction of agricultural estates, 
formerly operating under expert 
planning and direction, into tiny 
small holdings of inadequately 
equipped peasants; that the break- 
ing of the most energetic and 
efficient peasantry (the “kulaks”) 
into a quasi-serfdom; the removal 
from economic activity, or from 
life itself, of expert “bourgeois” 
managers and -directors; the de- 
portation of enormous numbers of 
productive workers; the consign- 
ing to idleness in concentration 
camps of thousands of people for 
“ideological reorientation” — they 
know that these and a thousand 
other measures will have a certain 
result: the reduction of the entire 
population, except for the new 
master caste of commissars, to 
the “lowest proletarian status, in 
order to make them become help- 
leas. wretched “masses” which can 
be politically manipulated and 
made grateful for every handout 
from the “people's government.” 


Breaking the Peasants. 

Communist theorists have been 
saying for years that Europe could 
_never be Communized as long as 
it enjoyed, under “bourgeois” in- 
stitutions, a higher standard of 
living than that of the Soviet 
lnion. Prior to the war that was 
true of every Soviet border state, 
even of the two most backward of 
them: Poland and Rumania. 

To come out of the Soviet Union 
into any of the others—into Fin- 
land, or into any one of the Baltic 


from a humanitarian viewpoint, 


states—was like passing from a 
material morass into an economic 
paradise. Even in Hungary, which 
had never emerged from economic 
feudalism on the land, the average 
worker enjoyed amenities unknown 
to the Soviet subject. The work- 
ers’ smal] flats had linen, silver, 
china, a sofa, so that Red Army 
soldiers took the apartments of 
hairdressers and mechanics to be 
the habitations of the rich “bour- 
geoisie” or, in the present term, 
“fascists.” , 

The Eastern European peasant, 
with his two or three cows, his 
whitewashed and gaily painted 
cottage, his stores of corn, his 
“best room” (for weddings and 
funerals), his high bed, strong 
chairs, beautifully embroidered 
linens, and invariably feather-filled 
“puff,” was a man of substance 
and independence, in relation to 
the Kokholz slave, and he had to 
be broken. For the peasantry of 
Europe, Eastern or Western, have 
always been the backbone of re- 
sistance to Communism, 


Perversion of Relief. 


Therefore, the bourgeoisie had to 
be eliminated, the peasantry im- 
poverished, the workers reduced 
to the lowest possible level of sub- 
sistence, in order that a political 
and economic revolution with no 
popular roots whatsoever could 
be carried through. 

Approximately 96 per cent of all 
relief sent to UNRRA has come 
from the United States and Can- 
ada, And it is not true that it has 
not been used as a “political 
weapon.” We have permitted it 
to be used as a political weapon 
by the very states that are en- 
gaged systematically in creating 
the penury which we are trying 
to alleviate. 

Mr, Acheson, like all our offi- 
cials, spoke in a most cautious 
manner. But the State Depart- 
ment is loaded with chapter and 
verse information from our diplo- 
matic agents abroad to prove that 
American-raised relief has been 
used for political slush-fund pay- 
ments-in-kind to win support for 
governments imposed on their peo- 
ples by force and maintained by 
naked terror, 

Relief is always a “political 
weapon” in that it creates friendly 
feelings for the people who dis- 
pense it. And if the American 
people are to continue_to pour 
out their wealth, they should in- 
sist that it he dispensed directly 
to the needy, by persons and or- 
ganizations genuinely devoted to 
human welfare, like the Quakers,

DAMON RUNYON DIES 
IN NEW YORK AT 62 


Author and Columnist Won 
Fame With Broadway 
Fables in Slang. 


NEW YORK, Dec. 11 (AP)— 
Damon Runyon, newspaper col- 
umnist and author, who made the 
“guys” and “dolls” of Broadway— 
the gambler, fight promoter and 
small time actress — a part of 
American folklore, is dead at 62. 

The creator of “Little Miss 
Marker,” “The Lemon Drop Kid,” 
and “Harry the Horse” died last 
night in Memorial Hospital where 
he was admitted last Friday for 
treatment of a liver ailment, He 
had been ill for a long time, For 
the last year a throat ailment pre- 
vented him rpeaking. 


at his bedside, said Runyon died 
of a cancer. 

There will be no funeral serv- 
ices. Runyon’s body will be cre- 
mated at an unspecified time and 
place. Friends said Runyon had 
requested this. 

Others at his bedside when he 
died were his son, Damon Runyon 
Jr. and Eddie Walker, a com- 
panion. 

Runyon was best known as the 
fiction » chronicler of Broadway 
who created a whole library of 
new fables in slang woven about 
the noctura] characters who fre- 
quented the restaurants in the 
Forties and Fifties. He once said 
he made a half million dollars 
writing about “one little section 
of New York.” 

Runyon was as much a part of 
the New York scene as his crea- 
tions. Consuming quarts of cof- 
fee—he was a teetotaler—he would 
sit for long hours in Lindy’s 
Broadway restaurant, playing host 
to a long procession of characters, 
who later found themselves part of 
a Runyon short story. 

He was born in Manhattan, 
Kan., Oct. 4, 1884. When the 
Spanish-American war broke out 
he professed to be 18 and served 
in the Army in the Philippines 
for two years. After the war he 
returned to Colorado and entered 
newspaper work. 

In 1911 he got his first sports 
writing job in New York, on the 
American. Working for the Hearst 
newspapers in 1916, Runyon ac- 
companied the punitive expedition 
to Mexico. In World War I, he 
served overseas with the First 
Later he became a 
columnist and feature writer for 
Kings Features and International 
News Service and motion picture 
writer-producer. Many of his 
stories found their way to the 
screen. 

Runyon was married in 1911 to 
Ellen Egan. They had two chil- 
dren, Mary Elaine and Damon. 
His wife died in 1931. The next 
year, he married Patrice Del 
Grande, an actress, who divorced 
him last June,

DOMINATE EXHIBITION 


Works by Schweig, Chomyk, 
Milovich and Joe Jones 
Get Attention. 


Interest of visitors runs high in 
paintings by three St, Louis artists 
and the former St. Louisan Joe 
Jones which hang in the 18-canvas 
exhibition at Little Bohemia Gal- 
lery, 220 South Fourth street. The 
show includes work by members 


of an organization of painters of. 


the East. St. Louisans are Aimee 
Schweig, Michael Chomyk and Ta- 
nasko Milovich. 

Mrs. Schweig’s “Propaganda” is 
reminiscent in imagery and pur- 
pose of early Italian allegorical 
paintings of the seven deadly sins. 
This is not to imply that the paint- 
ing is in any sense imitative; on 
the contrary, it seems to constitute 
a new departure for the artist and 
an idiom of her own. 

Red tongues of slander leap out 
from between vicious teeth in 
mean-mouthed faces, one being 
that of a horned devil. Telegraph 
wires and megaphone represent 
media of frenzied communication. 
Dominating the chords of color is 
green, traditional symbol of envy. 
A parrot of similar shade, though 
prominently placed, is not imme- 
diately perceptible because of its 
protective coloration. The device 
suggests hidden but widespread 
copying in an intellectual world 
where ideas are disseminated with 
modern facility. 

Milovich is showing “Reflection,” 
a large oil painted ix wartime, The 
model was his wife and fellow 


artist, Estelle Ehrmann Milovich, 


but the picture, surcharged with 
emotion and painted in a low, sad 
key, is more a portrait of our time 
than of an individual, The same 
universal quality is in “Luncheon,” 
by Jones, although the subject here 
is a small, hungry boy at mealtime 
in a squalid room. Bitterness is in 
his face. Instead of childlike sim- 
plicity, there is the germ of moral 
courage to right some of the 
world’s wrongs. 

Escape from this preoccupation 
with things as they are is fur- 
nished by Chomyk’s “Ballad of a 
Strange Thing,” which has a fan- 
tastic beauty and an incoherence 
like those of Coleridge’s dream 
poem, “Kubla Khan.” In the phan- 
tasmagoria are a sailor, a cowboy 
and a woman of ebony, her bosom 
a glowing red, riding a horse all 
of white. 

The gallery has installed a new 
lighting system for the exhibition, 
which is to run through March 1. 
Illumination on the whole is good. 
Black walls and individual spot- 
lighting of each exhibit aid con- 
centration. In a few instances, 
however, the rays are so oblique 
that thick ridges of paint are un- 
naturally emphasized. The small 
canvases sent by eastern painters, 
moreover, are hung too high 
for one to appreciate them prop- 
erly.

Letters from Dr. Sigmund 
Rascher, who committed suicide, 
implicated at least three of the 
physicians among the 23 now 
standing trial before a United 
States war crimes court for the 
inhuman experiments. 


Each document referred to “con- 
trol groups,” McHaney told the 
court. He described these as those 
units “assigned for ex-terminal ex- 
periments.” That meant the vic- 
tims would be under constant test- 
ing and if they were strong 
enough to survive’ one test they 
would be subjected to another. 


The victims were put under 
high altitude conditions in pres- 
sure tanks at Dachau.

Writing about her 
has become a large and profitable industry, 
flourishing in radio, movies and, to some extent, 
the theater and literature. More than once I 
have thought of trying to break into this lucra- 
tive racket and, with that in mind, I propose to 
take a little flier into the teen-age jargon. The 
subject is Judy Foster, who is billed as “the lov- 
able, teen-age girl who is close to all our hearts” 
and who is also the heroine of “A Date With 


Judy.” All set?

JUDY FOSTER is this simply utterly enchant- 
ing girl who gets herself into these simply 
ghastiy scrapes because her family positively 
doesn't understand her. Her father is absolutely 
the most absolutely father a girl could have for 
a father but, well, you know fathers, He simply, 
positively, absolutely won’t understand the new, 
sophisticated, mysterious Judy, I mean he hon- 
estly doesn’t. I mean he’s simply not worldly- 
wise, actually. 

Can you imagine Tootsie, who is practically 
Judy's bosom enemy, I mean she's practically the 
most unspeakable girl Judy isn't speaking to,» 
has invited her to her pajama party, which is 
absolutely the most utterly social affair of the 
winter season. and can you imagine Tootsie do- 
ing such a thing unless she had some utterly 
nefarious plan of her own behind it? Well, nat- 
urally, Judy finds out that the unspeakable 
Tootsie had only invited her to show off her new 
black negligee with applique on the shoulders 
and here and here, and if Judy showed up in 
ordinary, unsophisticated pajamas, her personal- 
ity would be warped, I mean positively warped.

WELL, THAT’S ENOUGH to demonstrate 
Judy’s prose style and also the kind of situa- 
tions she gets into and out of every week. She 
is a sort of chocolate-covered cinnamon ball, just 
Warm-hearted enough to want to buy her father 
some duck decoys and just calculating enough 
to get her boy friend to wash windows fora 
month in order to earn the money to buy them. 
This is what is known as the unpredictability of 
the teen-age girl, who is about as unpredictable 
as the days of the week. 

Her unpredictability is augmented and abetted 
by her mother, who is patient and harassed, and 
her father, a sort of good-natured dimwit, who 
overruns a line and then comes back and looks 
at it just like Frank Morgan (“But he... but 
she. ..butI...”). She also has a precocious 
little horror of a brother, who sticks in his 2 
cents’ worth when things get complicated, which 
is most of the time, and a boy friend, Ugie Prin- 
gie, who talks through his nose. 
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THE PLOTS are usually mild, involved, repe- 
titious and about as unpredictable as Judy. When 
father, for instance, decides to do his Christmas 
shopping early, the only question in anyone's 
mind is how often he’!l have to exchange them. 
Within its rather severe limitations, “A Date 
With Judy” is a pretty good comedy program. 
The authors keep the thing moving by employ- 
ing a sort of one-two punch; that is, about two 
lines of dialogue and then a brand-new scene. 
The actors don’t know any new comedy tricks, 
but they have mastered the old ones thoroughly, 
which is all you can expect in radio. 

As for Judy’s rather specialized conversation, 
you don’t get too much of it at a time, and in

SO THE PERSON on the outside will be at 
the mercy of the person on the inside who may 
be in no hurry to come to the rescue. No doubt 
the person on the outside is without either hat 
or coat, and it is certain to be cold outside. Oth- 
erwise there would be no objection to leaving 
the door open. 

Furthermore, even if the latch does not spring, 
considerable labor is involved in opening and 
closing a door, which could be saved if the door 
is left open.

ASE 1-281: Laura T., aged 17, is a vivacious high school 

senior. 

“My parents object that I am smoking too many cig- 
arettes,” she said. “l use only one package a day, but they 
say cigarettes are harmful to a girl. When I asked them for 
proof, they couldn’t give me any facts. Mother simply says 
it isn't lady-like, but all of my crowd do it. 

“And the movie stars are often pictured smoking and 
drinking. You can even read testimonials from famous ath- 
letes, too, who say they couldn't get along without a certain 
brand of cigarettes. 

“Dr. Crane, are there any real objections to smoking? Are 
women any more inclined to suffer than men?” 
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TOBACCO does not calm but irritates a normal body. If, 
after the habit has been thoroughly fastened upon a person, 
however, that person is then jittery for a cigarette, naturally 
the smoking will soothe his tobacco-created nevousness. 


But in such a situation the tobacco habit really developed 
his jitters, so it is stupid to claim that a cigarette calms the 
nerves when it is the cause for the original hectic condition. 


We are now beginning to see cancers of the mouth and 
tongue in women, which were a rarity years ago, although 
male smokers had them. 

And certain diseases of the arteries are apparently caused 
by smoking, as in Buerger’s disease. Smoking will cause a 
marked spasm of the capillaries of the hands and feet, and 
change the skin temperature by as many as 15 degrees Fahren- 


heit.

THE CHIEF OBJECTIONS to tobacco may be summed 
up as follows. First, it is an artificial habit that promotes 
added expense far in excess of its advantages. Most of our 
forest fires, as well as many city conflagrations should be 
charged off to cigarettes. 

Second, smoking renders a girl less attractive, for when 
Women ape men, they lose some of their feminine distinctive- 
mess. They create a masculine “feeling tone” and thus lose 
~—part of their allure. 

And tobacco breath doesn’t increase the thrill of her kisses, 
nor do nicotine stained fingers make her seem dainty or de- 
sirable. Third, tobacco is barred by athletic coaches, despite 
the hypocritical indorsement of cigarettes by renegade ath- 
letes, who will turn Judas for American youth if offered money 
for a paid testimonial.

WE ARE BEGINNING now to 
try to remedy the results of war, 
and we must face the fact that 
the percentage of tuberculosis and 
of diseases arising from malnutri- 
tion is higher in certain countries 
than in others. As it becomes 
more and more possible to send 
personal packages to individuals, 
I hope this will be done, but I 
hope it will not be done at the 
expense of the over-all contribu- 
tion to relief which will be dis- 
tributed on the basis of need. 

And I hope that whatever or- 
ganization conducts this work will 
emphasize the fact that not just 
any kind of food, but the kind of 
food and medicine to stop the 
ravages of disease and build up 
resistance, mut be provided. Even 
if the countries which did not suf- 
fer war on their own doorsteps 
have to continue restrictions in 
their own diet, the future will 
justify their sacrifice.

Remove from the brine, and 
rinse in clear water. To one pint 
of water add a quarter cup horse- 
radish, and, when this reaches 
boiling, add the meat. Let boil 
for 10 minutes, hard, then lower 
heat and simmer very gently for 
2% to three hours, or until the 
meat is very tender.

EN years ago today, millions 
of persons the world round

“Mews” 


The popularity of a novel called 
“Britania Mews” has biven rise to 
discussion about that word “mews,” 
an importation from England, 
which is generally regarded to 
mean stables. 


In New York City, a lane-like 
street or alley in Greenwich Vil- 
lage, near Washington Square, is 
called “Washington Mews,” after 
such a place in London. The 
association of this term with 
horses, or stables, is from the fact 
that the Mews in London once 
named the royal stables near 
Charing Cross. However, the 
name was derived from the fact 
that the stables were on a site 
where the royal hawks had for- 
merly been mewed! 


So we come to the real meaning 
of this term, from its Old French 
derivation (muer) “to change, to 
molt,” a place where birds are 
confined while shedding their 
feathers. And now the falcons 
which were “mewed” near Charing 
Cross and gave place to the royal 
horses who colored the signifi- 
cence of the word—the falcons 
are again remembered! 

The name “mews” and its lo- 
cation were recorded as early as 
1394, and by 1529 the spelling be- 
came intelligible as “At the Mewys 
at Charynge Crose”!

When they do start looking at 
houses, with an eye to buying, the 
Duchess revealed that she always 
asks first to see (1) the kitchen 
and (2) the servant's rooms. 

Unless the kitchen is well- 
equipped and handy, and unless 
the servants’ rooms are bright and 
comfortable, she does not bother 
to look further. 

The Duchess laughingly revealed 
that, as every other housewife in 
America, she pores over the adver- 
tisements of new labor-saving de- 
vices for the home. At the mo- 
ment, she is entranced with the 
new automatic dish washers. She 
also has her remarkable blue eyes 
on a gadget that shells peas and 
strings beans, 

Like many other women, the 
Duchess has looked the servant 
problem in the eye. She is far 
from downhearted, she explained: 

“Whenever I think of all these 
marvelous new labor saving ma- 
chines, like the dish washer, I feel 
quite independent. I'm certain it's 
only a matter of time until Amer- 
ican ingenuity invents an auto- 
matic bedmaker and solves the 
last domestic duty. 

“I love to cook, but I've never 
liked to clean up afterwards. Now 
the dish washer solves that.” 


When and if the Windsors do 
buy a new home it will be stocked 
with every labor saving device in 
the market, just in case. 

As for world affairs, His Royal 
Highness said: 

“We are profoundly interested 
in the world we face and in what 
is happening to it. I am neither 
optimistic nor pessimistic about 
the outlook. I am simply con- 
vinced that we must make democ- 
racy work.” 

The Windsors, who spent the 
past year in England and France, 
cameto America deeply impressed

They discovered that wherever 
people had endured long years of 
bombing or of enemy occupation, 
it had brought them into a closer 
and more understanding associa- 
tion. The Duchess put it in a nut- 
shell when she said:

The Duchess said she had noted 
a revival of religious faith here 
as Well as abroad. She spoke very 
earnestly of such a revival and 
said simply. 

“I believe faith could help so 
many today.”

West opened the spade king— 
not that any other lead would 
have mattered—and South took 
all 13 tricks, After drawing 
trumps he discarded a spade and 
a heart on dummy’'s diamonds, 
then successfully finessed against 
the heart king, 


Since some luck was necessary 
for a grand slam to succeed, it is 
perfectly true that the partner- 
ship should not actually have bid 
up to seven clubs, A small-slam 
contract, however, was the next 
thing to a laydown and it most 
certainly should have been 
reached, Consider; 


South not only opened with a’ 
two-bid, but, ignoring the gener- 
ality that the two-bidder need not 
later jump to show his strength, 
made a jump rebid of clubs to an- 
nounce the great length and solid- 
ity of the suit. North, it is true, 
had answered the opening two- 
bid with a “positive” diamond re- 
sponse, but (and here is the crux 
of the situation), his following 
four-diamond bid, over four clubs, 
meant little or nothing. North 
would have bid this same four 
diamonds on a six-card suit head- 
ed only by the ace; surely it was 
vital to discriminate between that 
possible holding and the three 
trick holding North actually had, 
Even the club jack might be val- 
uable, as an entry, if nothing else. 
Considering the bidding he had 
already produced, South could not 
think of going to the slam him- 
self over four diamonds, but North 
certainly should not have passed 
to five clubs!
